Cumulative records still vary great 
deal their form and content and the 
more detailed forms use today require 
considerable time and clerical work 
which the small and average size schools 
find hard meet. Yet the value any 
device which will enable teachers better 
understand pupils and guide them 
more effectively toward future happi- 
ness and success prime importance 
and consideration. 

Data from report the North 
Central Association Study Guidance 
Practices High Schools for the school 
year 1947 and 1948, present num- 
ber important facts. the 2166 
schools used the report, great num- 
ber (92.8 per cent) report 
either side the minimum essential 
practice regarding the point view 
guidance practices. The fact “that there 
indicated more homogeneity point 
view relative guidance services 
than homogeneity seems 
have some significance. find also 
that the guidance practices list- 
ing the item, “the amount and type 
information about pupils,” ranks eighth 
the number schools approach- 
ing the potential optimum 
prehensive cumulative record system 
containing both minimum and optimum 
essentials.” contrast this, the 
characteristic relating “the extent 
which information about pupils made 
available the teachers,” ranks first 
among the practices. Examination

student’s behavior. Despite limitations, 
free use usually made the informa- 
tion the principal, counselors, and 
some teachers the interests the 
students. For example, given year, 
individual conference may held 
with each freshman student following 
group guidance orientation, interpret 
the intelligence test profiles, that 
may plan his choice tentative 
course study for the next three years.

Records for Guidance 


Obviously, the problem general 
many schools. How can the cumulative 
records used effectively when guid- 
ance people are given little time and 
clerical help? There are three vital fac- 
tors worthy consideration, which 
contribute this effectiveness: the 
adequacy the record, its availability, 
and the willingness the faculty 
make use it. 

The adequacy the record depends 
great deal the amount clerical 
help and organizational time available 
the school program.

Records Use 

Several states publish recommended 
form such the Maine Cumulative 
Record for elementary and secondary 
schools. This appears quite com- 
plete with adequate space for record- 
ing, but health information omitted. 
The same true for the Seattle Public 
School’s High School Counselor’s Rec- 
ord. This short form; offers 
detail, but plenty space for coun- 
selor’s comments. The Missouri Cumu- 
lative Record for grades has am- 
ple space but does not provide for the 
health record and follow-up informa- 
tion. Possibly the best folder examined 
the one used the schools the 
Daughters Charity St. Louis. 
found this quite comprehensive 
and applicable many cases. 

Perhaps can look forward 
time the near future when circum- 
stances will warrant the adoption 
adaptation similar forms the 
American Council Education Record 
folder into all school systems. ef- 
fective schools must have means keep 
the information required date, and 
this seemingly not feasible present. 

Realizing the present need im- 
provement, many schools wish make 
start now, even though they are not 
quite ready “All the Way.” Sug- 
gested procedure entails the use the 
present folders containing past cumula- 
tive student information and the addi- 
tion new areas. This probably will 
consist specially formulated ques- 
tionnaire sheet filled out each 
pupil with the assistance the home- 
room teacher group guidance direc- 
tor possible. Copies this sheet 
which should devised locally, should 
given each member the faculty 
special meeting, discussed with 
them, and examples given for practice 
filling the sheet. The sheet should 
sent the pupils filled out 
sometime before the end the second 
month school possible.

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Not New Venture 


Since foreign language study the 
elementary schools being worked out 
the present time experimental 
basis, well examine some the 
factors involved such project. 
First, what the historical background 
American schools for these programs? 
few private schools have taught 
modern languages, chiefly French 
German, from the elementary grades 
through the upper years schooling 
but statistics are not available point 
conclusions. Recent research, how- 
ever, shows that foreign language pro- 
gram public elementary school was 
started this country early 1899 
and lasted twenty years. was dropped 
for years, then restored 1941 
and still continuing. Seven public 
schools originated foreign language pro- 
grams the elementary level the 
twenties, three the thirties, eighteen 
the forties, and twenty the fifties. 
Certainly this continuous growth the 
movement indicates that both school 
administrators and public are interested 
enriching the elementary curriculum 
this way. 

Foreign language study the grades 
should not obligatory. But the op- 
portunity should offered children 
whose parents desire this advantage 
pupils who have been selected be- 
cause their their score tests 
for language ability. Without any 
doubt, these programs should made 
available our Catholic children, par- 
ticularly the superior ones, who will 
derive lifelong benefits from the study 
foreign language, begun early 
the elementary school and continued 
through high school, possibly 
college. 


Start Third Grade 


Third fourth grade seems the ideal 
level which start this work. The 
method presenting the language 
should aural-oral, entirely objective, 
stressing play activities, songs, and real 
life situations the child around which 
simple dialogues can centered and 
built up.

those who organized and has amply 
demonstrated that the study for- 
eign language the elementary level 
helps pupils make better progress 
English, result which opponents 
the plan deemed impossible. San Diego 
and Los Angeles, Calif., have similar 
programs. 

Cleveland, Ohio, Seattle, Wash., and 
Detroit, Mich., are few other Ameri- 
can cities that are offering well organ- 
ized foreign language programs grade 
children. Teachers report that children 
give enthusiastic response these 
classes which turn serve stimulus 
better effort the part the pupils 
their regular subjects. 

Spanish, according statistics now 
available, leads the foreign language 
now being taught American grade 
schools. French holds second place. 
few schools offer German. But what- 
ever the language selected, this program 
definitely merits consideration the 
part Catholic school officials. They 
will face two main difficulties ele- 
mentary setup foreign languages: 
adequate supply properly trained 
teachers and the adjusting the cur- 
riculum give place this instruc- 
tion.

the experiences social workers

them from their present environments 
and put them under good Catholic in- 
fluence. One out every five children 
the country Catholic. There are 
altogether, far can learn, about 
million Catholic children and young 
people school age the land. Ac- 
cording the recent report the 
Catechetical headquarters Washing- 
ton, less than million them are 
Catholic schools. About million are 
non-Catholic educational institutions.

Some them, the other 
hand, are the very ones most need 
Catholic education. Some are the off- 
spring unworthy parents who not 
only neglect the moral and religious in- 
struction their children but give them 
dreadfully bad example even the 
home. Many these children come 
from families poor that their dwell- 
ings are hovels, where normal family 
life impossible for them. Too many 
are driven the streets through home 
conditions. They are taught vice con- 
stant example and incitement. 
difficult realize how many children 
there are who fulfill this description 
this great and prosperous land, but 
walk through the slums the city, es- 
pecially those districts which are 
labeled “juvenile delinquent districts”; 
better still talk the social workers 
whose professional field labor 
these districts, read some 
they hand detailing the history 
individual children, talk the police 
who find themselves practically helpless 
control these youthful gangs who 
fight with fire arms, who steal and rob 
systematically, who join cellar clubs 
where gross immorality the rule. 

Yet all these children are the treas- 
ure the Church, they are the coming 
generation, they are rather they 
should be, they had the chance 
learn and live worthy Catholic life, 
the Church the future. “Work for 
the Catholic young people. all you 
can help them,” said Pope Benedict 
the present writer audience 
which spoke plans for Catholic 
young people. “They are the hope 
the Church, the seed from which the 
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Church must spring.” Then pausing 
minute added, “Our Catholic young 
people are the Church the future!” 
Even this favored land, with mil- 
lion non-Catholic institutions and 
many them exposed such evil 
influence, surely each one has per- 
sonal call what can for them. 


What Can Do?

you have journalism class your 
school? Too often, the answer en- 
thusiastic question prosaic “No.” 
matter how crowded the curriculum may 
be, nor how limited the faculty, there 
should place for journalism the 
Catholic high school program. rich 
field for cultivation which too many 
instances allowed fallow, for lack 
time because teachers are over- 
burdened. other cases listed one 
various electives, which too many ear- 
nest pupils designate “fresh air” courses 
not worth the time. 

Journalism is, the contrary, strictly 
disciplined course creative writing. Para- 
doxically, gives free reign the imagi- 
nation, yet governed countless rules 
and inflexible regulations. requires 
thorough foundation English grammar, 
seen that this course for any average 
pupil. fact the student who elects jour- 
nalism generally the upper bracket.

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MEETING THE EDUCATIONAL 
NEEDS AMERICAN 
YOUTH 


hear much these days about edu- 
cation for all American youth. Some 
writer said recently that the probabil- 
ity graduation for the high school 
entrant three and one-half times bet- 
ter today than was half century 
ago. Then per cent graduated, today 
per cent. Another writer reminds 
that there are many youth sec- 
ondary-school age who are not high 
school any school, and adds, 
many them are programs poorly 
“adjusted” not adjusted all 
their interests, efforts, and probable fu- 
ture activities. Many, course, are ac- 
cording the “life adjusters” per 
cent was said not capable profit- 
ing the present secondary education 
for college preparation for technical 
schools. 
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has been suggested even that the 
alternatives before youth today are 
four years high school four years 
idleness “machine age” that does 
not “need the labor youth.” this 
day compulsory school attendance 
say 16—not too well enforced, 
and often unenforced rural areas 
the problem may said not four 
but two years. But let look this 
problem today from the viewpoint 
the human being instead the estab- 
lished institution the school. 

Believing that education 
must lifelong and that must 
self-education, are concerned, too, 
with the especially plastic period 
adolescence. What must consider 
actually involves three questions: 

What are the educational needs 
youth all their variety? 

What are the present schools 
the particular locality able satisfy 
adequately? 

What new institutions new 
courses within the present schools are 
essential meet adequately the unmet 
needs youth both those not 
school and those school “unadjusted” 
the present programs? 

Perhaps there more fundamental 
problem that should 
That the extent the present schools 
are inadequate inefficient, injuri- 
ous youth because poor teachers, 
dissipating activities, 
ricula, and wrong poor limited 
philosophy education. must not 
think that teachers religious garbs 
are necessarily good teachers, are 
acting Christian philosophy ed- 
ucation, have interpreted rightly the 
educational needs their students. 

There wide range educa- 
tional needs youth many included 
present educational programs and 
others not included. There ado- 
lescence, too, strange stirring within 
the individual which mere logic 
instruction will meet. Emotions are 
strong and powerful many and they 
manifest themselves diverse and, 
some cases, devious channels. 

The sociological, the psychological, 
and the spiritual needs adolescence 
must considered not merely terms 
the existing school, but terms 
the possibilities new types schools, 
new courses, new work-study programs, 
and different types teachers. pro- 
crustian bed will meet the needs.

Let Them Have Research 


“Let’s have something new,” says the 
adolescent himself enters the 
chemistry laboratory. Secretly, intends 
watch for the opportune moment 
produce explosion, little less 
little greater than that giant fire- 
cracker. Perhaps chemistry has beckoned 
him because its mysterious powers, 
even though they may deadly. any 
rate expanded with curiosity. His 
own research will interest him more than 
all the textbook “stuff.” 

Good psychology prompts the instructor, 
the first day school, hear the 
reasons why the pupils want study 
chemistry; listen their experiences 
with chemical kits and high explosives, 
and find out all their preconceived ideas 
—true false. appreciative accept- 
ance what they know and wise silence 
concerning false notions, the teacher builds 
their confidence herself and her 
ability. 

After the introductory discussion bit 
laboratory work will the neophyte. 
Solutions may prepared, labeled, and 
arranged sets two. Each set dif- 
ferent chemicals when poured together 
produces beautiful colored product. The 
students will asked record the names 
the two original solutions and also 
note the color the mixed solutions. 
alternating the various sets chemicals 
among the students everyone will obtain 
all the colored substances. Suggested pairs 
solutions are: ferric sulfate and potas- 
sium ferrocyanide; ferric chloride and po- 
tassium sulfocyanate; ferrous sulfate and 
potassium ferricyanide; lead nitrate and 
potassium chromate; copper sulfate and 
aqueous ammonia. 

The more alert students will wonder 
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how the color changes are brought about. 
Here the instructor has opportunity 
introduce the idea the structure the 
atom. The type atom and its method 
combination affects the colored product. 
Naturally when two differently colored 
substances combine the resultant color will 
modified. the pupils study, some 
their questions will answered soon, but 
other questions may remain for the trained 
research worker answer. 

The original research done 
school students usually suggested 
some textbook experiment. Such was the 
case one simple original experiment un- 
dertaken the author’s class. They chose 
measure the relative electrical conduc- 
tivity natural food products. Although 
they used the laboratory apparatus for 
their textbook experiment, they made the 
apparatus for their “research.” Unified ef- 
fort the class was secured through the 
preparation and demonstration conduc- 
tivity foods, and library research and 
composition papers relevant subjects. 
The simultaneous training original 
oratory work, literary research, writ- 
ing, and clear speaking essential 
thorough scientific training. 

Raw foods only among the fruits and 
vegetables were tested. Fresh milk and 
vinegar were also tested for conductivity. 
The difference between fresh apple juice 
and vinegar accentuates the process fer- 
mentation. 


All fruits and vegetables were ground 
after being washed. The grapefruit, 
lemon, and orange were peeled but not the 
apple. None the vegetables were peeled 
except the potato. Vegetables utilized were: 
celery, cabbage, lettuce, tomato, carrot, 
beet, potato, and turnip. small amount 
water was added the vegetables when 
they were ground, but none were strained. 
All materials were placed beakers and 
labeled. 

Before demonstrating the conductivity 
these foods, the student was required 
illustrate diagram how electro- 
lytic solutions act. This explanation re- 
quired either diagram the blackboard 
poster. The movement the sodium 
ion the negative electrode (cathode) 
and movement the chloride ion the 
positive electrode (anode) during decom- 
position salt solution easy pre- 
sent. The conductivity apparatus was also 
explained that the audience could easily 
follow the reaction each solution. Be- 
fore testing each food product the elec- 
trodes were washed being dipped into 
beaker distilled water. All students 
were given chance demonstrate their 
work, either before the class, school 
assembly, before the Parent-Teacher’s 
Association. 

May the teacher permit the pupils 
speak now through the papers, which they 
wrote the work ions their natural 
products? The first paper concerned with 
personal experience and theory. Their over- 
all title is: 


“THE THEORY AND APPLICATIONS 
ELECTROLYTIC CONDUCTIVITY” 


Electrical phenomena have always inter- 
ested the human race. the old Roman, 
lightning was weapon Jupiter; the 
American Indian, was burning arrow 
shot out thunder. who are born 
into the atomic age have been more in- 
terested our electric toasters, sweepers, 
and streetcars than about the nature 
conductivity itself. 

One morning walked into the labora- 
tory perform the regular textbook ex- 
periment the electrical conductivity 
solutions. Scientists have recognized for 
hundred and fifty years that there are 
two types conductivity the one along 
wire without decomposition 
other through solutions with decomposition 
the solution. have heard persons 
who were electrocuted because they stood 
electric light. know that the electric 
chair has deleted many criminals, but 
never thought question how. 
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The Electrolysis Apparatus. 


our experiment conductivity ad- 
vanced became more and more excited. 
tried out the conductivity every 
solution found the reagent shelf 
and noted whether they produced bright 
light, dim light, light our light 
bulb. After classifying our solutions into 
acids, bases, and salts, strong electrolytes, 
weak electrolytes, and nonelectrolytes, 
decided some library research the 
history the theory conductivity. 
became still more curious about the rela- 
tive conductivity might find the 
foods our tables. Hence, paralleled 
our study with actual experiment. 

The history conductivity reveals the 
fact that many minds contribute the 
working out fundamental theories. Ales- 
sandro Volta, Italian (1745-1827), first 
noticed the difference between conduction 
along wire and conduction through so- 
lution. Berzelius, Swedish chemist, the 
first part the nineteenth century ad- 
vanced the idea that atoms behaved like 
magnets with plus and minus poles; but 
thought that each atom one pole 
was stronger than the other. thought 
the stronger pole could pull itself and 
combine with one more particles 
opposite charge. Berzelius had the germ 
our idea electrical valence, though 
did not conceive individual particles 
each carrying one type electric charge. 

Clausius, 1830, proposed the vibrat- 
ing method which “part molecules” 
ferried the current from one electrode 
the other. Faraday, 1835, furnished the 
terms which are use today. The elec- 
trodes were called cathode and anode, re- 
spectively; the solution being decomposed, 
called the electrolyte and the process 
decomposition, titled electrolysis. 

Svante Arrhenius, young Swedish stu- 
dent brilliant mathematical mind, 
took the study electrolytical solu- 
tions the University Stockholm about 
1880. Being practical man, had ex- 
perimented with these solutions and ob- 
served the products decomposition. 
came the conclusion that molecules 
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were already broken apart solution into 
two types charged particles. The nega- 
tive particles would, therefore, move 
the positive electrode and the positive par- 
ticles the negative electrode. this 
manner gases were set free and new prod- 
ucts were formed. 

Arrhenius’ theory was not well received 
his professors, though was supported 
later the eminent chemists Ostwald and 
Van’t Hoff. 1903, Arrhenius received 
the Nobel Prize chemistry. came 
the United States 1904 
the University California. Finally, 
Arrhenius applied methods 
chemistry problems chemistry liv- 
ing matter. owe him theory which 
applicable many fields research. 


AGRICULTURE 


There are ions the land the farmer 
tills, there are ions the crops grows, 
and there are ions his body. The non- 
living ions the soil are necessary for 
the growth and fruition living plants. 
Animals eat the plants and utilize their 
bodies the ions contained those plants. 
evident that man, who both her- 
bivorous and carnivorous, takes into his 
system electrolytes from lower forms 
creation. 

crops not grow well, the conscien- 
tous farmer analyzes his soil well 
the products that soil. adds the nu- 
trients necessary for the growth each 
particular crop, rotates the crop with 
another that will build the soil. The 
legumes beans, peas, and alfalfa enrich 
the soil with nitrates necessary for pro- 
tein foods. Lightning and rain produce 
some nitrates from atmospheric gases. 
Corn crop which steals more than 
the average number ions from the soil. 
Ions containing nitrogen, phosphorus, po- 
tassium, calcium, magnesium, and sulfur 
are essential for the raising good 
corn crop. 

Ions work not only the growing 
the crop; they are also very important 


the preservation our fruits and vege- 
tables throughout the winter. Ions the 
potato, the cabbage, the grapefruit, and 
similar products help hold the moisture 
within. Ions are solvated: that is, they 
attract the molecules the solvent around 
them and prevent much the moisture 
from evaporation through the pores the 
fruit and vegetable. The lemon has more 
acid ions than the orange; therefore 
does not dry out fast. 

Some ions are extreme importance. 
The calcium ions fresh milk are in- 
valuable the building the enamel 
the teeth and the clotting blood from 
wound. Phosphate ions are essential 
bone builders. Plants will not grow with- 
out potassium ions. The ancients realized 
this fact and scattered ashes from plants 
their fields. 

addition the building soil 
leguminous crops and the returning 
organic material the earth, commercial 
fertilizers are added the soil. These fer- 
tilizers which are naturally occurring, such 
phosphate rock, are generally mixed 
with other ingredients necessary for the 
crop being grown. The complete type 
fertilizer will take care the crops 
general. The fact that citrus fruit growers 
Florida scatter about 1000 1500 
pounds fertilizer per acre each year, 
emphasizes the importance 
the ions the soil. 

Nutritional research has brought light 
the fact that many metallic ions are found 
only traces foods and are not essen- 
tial the plant growth. Such ions are 
food accident because they happened 
the soil and are harmless the 
body. However, soil that contains arsenic 
other poisonous ions unfit for growing 
food products. 

Acids, bases, and salts rise through 
hierarchy values their utility. The 
strictly inorganic electrolytes help the 
growth the plant and the animal; to- 
gether with the plant and animal they 
contribute the growth and well-being 
man, the greatest creature the world. 


IONS THE HUMAN BODY 


there anyone here who would like 
take hold live wire? You know what 
would happen. your body wired 
that can carry current? No, not; 
that just where the ions come in. And 
where are the ions found the body? 
They are present all the cells and all 
the fluids our human organism. 

Ions help digest our food. goodly 
number ions from hydrochloric acid 
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the stomach help the pepsin break 
some our food. Lower down the 
digestive tract intestinal juices and bile 
salts work more alkaline environment. 
the alkalinity too low the gall 
bladder, stones may precipitate; the 
same way too much uric acid will produce 
kidney stones. The proper concentration 
iodide ions our system helps keep 
our thyroid gland normal. 

Not only the digestive tract but also 
the body cells, ions help keep the 
water balance. the body well 
the laboratory many reactions will not 
occur except water medium. 

The work ions the body cells 
inestimable. All protein colloidal 
character. the cell, water helps the 
charged particles maintain their stabil- 
ity, whether the colloid charged posi- 
tively negatively. 

Electrical phenomena biological re- 
actions have become the source much 
investigation recently. Earlier investiga- 
tions electrical changes during activity 
were applied chiefly nerves, involuntary 
muscles, and heartbeats. Now, these studies 
are applied extensively the changes 
the cell, which carrying life activities. 
The impetus life processes seems 
electrical. 

Ions rigid degree help maintain 
the proper balance between acidity and 
bacicity; that is, between the concentra- 
tion hydroxyl and hydrogen ions. Strict 
mal blood ranges from 7.35 7.5 


and therefore slightly alkaline. the 
blood drops 7.1 lower, patient 
may die coma. rises 7.8 the 
person goes into convulsions. Athletes 
after mile run sometimes drop into 
temporary coma. The sarcolactic acid 
broken apart their muscles and accu- 
mulates the blood faster than can 
neutralized. few minutes the run- 
ners recover because the body has buffer 
systems keep the acid-base balance. One 
these the sodium bicarbonate-carbonic 
acid buffer. too much alkali hand, 
reacts with the carbonic acid; there 
too much acidity, leveled down 
the sodium bicarbonate. 

Besides the small inorganic ions which 
pass back and forth their continuous 
work, there are larger organic ions the 
body. Fats break into fatty acids which 
are burned for energy. Protein foods break 
down nearly neutral amino acids which 
form zwitter ions, when the hydrogen ion 
migrates from the acid part and neutralizes 
the basic part. Under the influence 
electric current, the zwitter ion can 
made travel first one direction and 
then the opposite direction reversal 
the current. wonder how much this 
structural formation may have the 
building and breaking down muscles. 

This brief discussion the important 
work ions the body not meant 
overemphasize the part they take our 
daily existence. The enzymes, hormones, 
and vitamins work unison with ionic 
reactions.

You couldn’t see into 
the future around the bend the years, 
but “sight unseen” you gave all the future 
held for you Christ. You were going 
much like our Blessed Mother. 
Filled with high resolve, you determined 
overcome every obstacle, every defect 
your personality, that might keep you 
from making our Lord more and more 
glad that called you Sister.

Only One Superior 


only one superior each school. 
That’s good thing for all us, pastors 
and Sisters, keep mind. Problems 
should sent first the principal, and 
only after the teacher has discussed the 
problem length with the principal. 
course, justice demands that the teacher 
give her principal correct picture the 
trouble, all she knows about the pupil and 
his background. teacher should send 
pupil one the priests, especially 
the pastor, except through the principal’s 
office. If, the mature judgment the 
principal, the child should sent the 
pastor, that’s well and good, provided the 
pastor informed beforehand the situ- 
ation under consideration. isn’t good 
and certainly not good judg- 
ment for Sister “by-pass” the prin- 
cipal and send the child the pastor.
